Louis St Laurent sometimes toward 
the end ol November or beginning of 
December. It is understood that ibis 
may take place after Premier King 
has attended the United Nations 
Assembly in Paris where it starts 
on September 21 and the gathering 
of British Uomnmnvvealtli of Nations 
Prime Ministers scheduled for Lon 
don starting on October 10 with 
time permitting calling for Mr. King 
to visit some other capitals in the 
Old World before returning heic in 
November. 

DONT GET LXCITED 

While eggs, beef, butter etc., may 
be the subject of countless reports 
in the press or over the radio and 
most of these stories tending to 
suggest seu ational boo? ts in pric¬ 
es or shortages in the making, yet 
a vctcrn observer in tills capital 
must repott that lids spreading of 
such tones is. causing more panic 
than the actual developments in the 
trade with the result that panic buy 
lug could be instrumental In bring¬ 
ing about price boosts and shortages 
which otherwise would not exist at 
all or at least not to the extent 
which results. In other words the ob¬ 
servations here amongst officials 
who should Know about supplies ol 
such foods as well as price trends 
do not confirm the numerous stories 
heaid. 

indeed, Inquiries indicate clearly 
that normal buying and natural ro 
action of consumers to advancing 
prices have been powerful influences 
m kee ping pi ices down. It happened 
In several Canadian cities in logaiu 
to eggs and other items with so-call¬ 
ed ‘‘buyers resistance'’ to rising pri¬ 
ces forcing chain stores and corner 
grocers to lower their prices or be 
‘‘stuck’’ with tho good?-. Keport after 
report of minor stampedes for cer¬ 
tain foodstuffs only help profiteers 
whether these are spread deliberately 
or "accidentally”, it is emphasized 
by those who should know consumer 
reactions.

now known to exist on the Intermit 
lonal scene where leaders bluntly 
warn that nations must be “strong 
enough" to defend themselves if 
they want peace. At least, that is 
the kind of pence which exists at the 
moment judging from observations 
on Parliament Hill and the loud 
whispers heard on defence preparat¬ 
ions. 

it is kuown that the U.S. Defence 
Secretary Forrestal held a two hour 
meeting here with tin* defence Com¬ 
mittee of the Cabinet, with amongst 
those present said to have been Ex¬ 
ternal Affairs Minister S. Laurent 
Defence Minister C’laxtoii. four 
Chief of Stalls, General A.G.L. Me 
Nnughton, and others. It is known 
that the U.S. top defence official 
found Canada’s plans moving "along 
the same lines" as that of U.S. It 
is' known that the standardization 
ot aims is still under discussion hut 
no decision has been revealed, it any 
has been made. It is konwn that the 
U.S top official may have sought 
infoi mation about bases including 
those in Newfoundland though re- 
reportedly for "his own information' 
and not "by governments.’’ 

This much is known about the 
"courtesy" visit of U.S. Defence Sec¬ 
retary .Tames Forrestal and observ¬ 
ers in this capital seem to attach 
more importance to this visit than 
appears on the surface at the mom¬ 
ent in face of every effort to call 
it a mere "courtesy" visit.
